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TTY HOTLINE FOR DEAF CONSUMERS INSTALLED 
The Consumer Product Safety Commission 
has installed a toll-free TTY hotline for 
deaf consumers who want answers to questions 
or informational materials about product 
safety. The number for everyone but 
Maryland residents is 800-638-2690. The 
Maryland number is 800-492-2938. The 
commission cannot handle medical emer- 
gencies or give legal advice. Nor does 
it handle inquiries about automobiles. 
All other appliances and products are 
covered, however. Because these numbers 
service both hearing and deaf consumers, 
the TTY caller should begin typing while 
waiting for someone to pick up the phone 
in order to alert the commission that this 
is a TTY call. The deaf consumer also 
can write to the commission in Washington, 
D.C. 20207 or have a hearing friend call 
for them and request a TITY return call from 
the commission. 


ENERGY TIPS FROM JAMES HULL 

"If you drive a car - check tire 
pressures regularly. Underinflated tires 
increase gas use. You can lose about 22 
in fuel economy for every pound of pressure 
under the recommended pounds per square 
inch. Observe the 55 mile highway speed 
limit. Most automobiles get about 207 
more miles per gallon at 55MPH than at 
70 MPH. 

"If fust one gallon of gasoline were 
saved each week for every automobile in 
the country, we'd save about 5.2 billion 
gallons of gasoline in a year, or about 
7% of the demand created by all our 
passenger cars."
